NEW YORK (U P I)—Striking east 
coast dockworkers today shut down 
the entire U.S. Atlantic seaboard, 
leaving only some Gulf ports open 
and raising the possibility that

day cooling off period of the Taft- 
Hartley law. 
Nixon said last weekend he would 
use the act's 90-day no strike clause 
if 
both 
East 
and 
West Coast 
longshoremen struck at the same 
time. West Coast dockworkers have 
been on strike since July I 
In 
Washington, 
a 
Labor 
Department spokesman said that 
federal mediators and bargainers 
for the Longshoremen and East 
Coast shippers met until 3:30 a m 
EDT. then agreed to meet again 
Monday. 
The spokesman said both sides 
rejected a proposal tor binding 
arbitration He said that although 
the 
walkout 
appeared 
to 
be 
spreading, 
it was unlikely that 
Nixon would invoke the Taft-Harlet 
act this weekend. 
Picket signs were expected to go 
up in the Beaumont-Port Arthur 
area after the longshoremen finish 
unloading a military ship now in 
port. 
By 
midmorning 
shipping 
was 
halted into and out of ports from 
Maine to Louisiana The gulf ports 
of New Orleans. Baton Rouge and 
Lake Charles, La., were virtually 
cioseu despite the earlier vote by the 
dockworkers to stay on the job 
Some Gulf coast dockworkers had 
voted to stay on the job but 
Louisiana's two largest ports— New 
Orleans and Baton Rouge —were 
virtually closed today. 


However, longshoremen reported 
for work along the entire Texas Gulf 
coast and a Port ol Houston official 
said he feared the port could become 
swamped with ships seeking to 
unload in the Gulf coast area. 


II all east coast and Gulf ports are 
struck, it could close every port on 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts and 
the Gulf of Mexico. Only the Great 
Lakes ports are not involved in the 
strike actions.

The key issue in the negotiations 
had been the guaranteed annual 
wage.

These were all parts of the 
Chinese puzzle that clouded 
celebrations of Communist Chi­ 
na’s National Day today. And to 
analysts in Hong Kong the bits 
and pieces of the puzzle slowly 
falling into place meant Peking 
was in the midst of one of its 
most critical power struggles 


There was only circumstan­ 
tial evidence to support this

On past National Days there

Analysts saw this ommission as 
indication of deep differences 
among the leadership already 
known to be involved in a power 
struggle involving ultra-leftists 
and a moderate faction believed 
to consist mainly of military 
men 


Lending 
credence 
to

reports of a new power struggle 
was a report in the Great China 
Evening News in Taipei which 
said Liu Shao-chi was among 


nine persons killed in the crash 
of a Chinese air force let in 
Mongolia two weeks ago 
The 
well-informed 
Chinese 
language 
newspaper, 
quoting 
unidentified intelligence sources 
in Taipei, said Liu had been 
under house arrest in Peking 
since being removed from his 
official post four years ago by 
Mao Tse-tung in a move that 
was to touch oft the cultural 
revolution.

But the fine Italian hand 
influences American fashion, 
too, and has for many years. 
It’s a paradox that from the 
land of such rich food come 
beautiful fashions for the 
streamlined siren. 
Italy’s Valentino, Pucci, 
Fabiani, Galitzine, Tiziani— 
all are formidable names 
among America’s fashion­ 
conscious women. 
In footwear Capezio set the 
pace for soft, lightweight 
shoes several years back and 
these became a status sym­ 
bol here. 
You can revel in 
the 
luxury of Gucci handbags 
and wallets. And if you can’t 
afford them you can find 
copies 
in 
less 
expensive 


American handbag lines. 
They’re all over the lot — 
proving that imitation is a 
sincere form of flattery. 
When charm bracelets 
were the uniform of the 
jewelry-minded in this coun­ 
try, it was the intricately 
jeweled, beautifully designed 
Italian charm that was the 
best seller in the fine jewelry 
market. 
Italian knitwear has long 
been the mainstay of the 
chic American w om an’ s 
wardrobe. For dress in sty­ 
ling and imaginative use of 
color the Italian craftsmen 
has no match. 
American designer, Han­ 
nah Troy, was the one who 
first recognized its beauty 
and who did the most to 
bring Italy’s knits to the 
United States.

In fact his 
whole collection, which he 
based on the premise that 
women want to look sexy, but 
elegant not vulgar, was a 
winner. And his approach to 
the return of the suit—the 
waist-length short jacket in 
black with white c r e p e 
blouse, was greeted with en­ 
thusiasm by the contingent 
of American buyers. 
Galitzine’s 1 o n g-jacketed 
suits were hailed, too, by 
these ladies and gentlemen 
who bring back the clothes 
we find each season in our 
stores. 
While Paris still stands as 
fashion’s trendsetter, Rome 
stands out in the American 
market as the center for de­ 
signs that sell. 
And while dollars are to be 
made from the sale of Italian 
clothes, you can bet your last 
lira that Italy will continue 
to influence American fash­ 
ion.

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NASA plans wings for Saturn 5 moon rocket 


CAPE 
KENNEDY 
(UPD— 
The space 
agency 
is 
considering putting wings on the tirst stage ol its Saturn 5 
moon rocket and using it as a reusable booster for the pro­ 
posed space shuttle orbital transport. 
The idea is to make maximum use of the rocket 
machinery developed tor project Apollo to keep develop­ 
ment costs of the space shuttle at a minimum. 
The shuttle is envisioned as a two-section rocket plane 
that would take off vertically and yet return in separate 
sections to horizontal landings like airplanes The shuttle 
would replace expendable boosters and spacecraft and 
greatly reduce the cost of carrying men and satellites in 
and out of orbit 
The National Aeronautics and Space Administration 
• NASA) originally planned to start out with a completely 
new winged booster for the shuttle, using high performance 
hydrogen engines not vet developed. But because of budget 
restrictions, the agency several months ago started looking 
at less expensive alternatives. 
One way to reduce development costs in the next few 
years would be to build only a reusable orbiter section and 
launch it with a throw-away booster like the regular Saturn

5 first stage or a Titan 3 rocket. This proposal is under 
study. 
' The Crumman Aerospace Corp.. and the Boeing Co., 
suggested a tew weeks ago that the Saturn first stage could 
be used as a reusable booster for the shuttle with the 
addition ol a delta wing, modifications to its basic structure 
and the addition of airplane-like controls and systems. 
The Saturn tirst stage uses five 1 5 million pound thrust 
engines that burn kerosene with liquid oxygen Such engines 
are less efficient than those burning hydrogen and oxygen 
and the maximum orbital payload ot a shuttle using a 
winged Saturn would drop from 65,000 pounds to 47.000 
pounds. 


The possibility of using a modified Saturn first stage tor 
the shuttle booster arose when NASA decided to change the 
design of the orbiter section by having its use external tuel 
tanks to be dropped after they are emptied This reduced 
the weight ot the planned orbiter and made the Saturn 
feasible. 
The reusable Saturn would be 178 feet long and have a 
wingspan of 121 feet 
Dale D. 
Myers, associate NASA administrator for 
manned space flight, said in a report last Thursday that the 
winged Saturn proposal is being evaluated bv NASA along 
with a number of other ideas. 
He said he expects a decision by the end ot October on the 


best design to pursue in the development ot the space 
shuttle. A decision is needed so NASA will know how much 
money it will need for the shuttle in the budget now being 
prepared for fiscal 1972. 
“The definition of the shuttle system that has evolved 
from our studies over the past 15 months provides an 
interesting storv of the interplay between technology and 
economics." Myers told the International Astronautical 
Congress in Brussels. 
But despite all the studies and design changes. Myers 
said he was confident "a highly effective program can be 
worked up in the near future to meet the 1978 target date for 
the tirst manned orbital Right of the space shuttle.

G R A T E R F O R D , Pa.— 
(NEA)—Every day, six days 
a week, Sgt. George Errin 
says a small prayer before 
going to work. He’s a 
prison guard at the Pennsyl­ 
vania Correctional Institu­ 
tion outside Philadelphia. 
And he prays to God that 
none of the 1,500 inhabi­ 
tants of this human zoo will 
decide to break his neck. 
For most of 17 years on 
duty, the prayer has worked 
for Sgt. Errin. But recently 
it did not. In July of this 
year there was trouble in 
the main corridor of the 
penitentiary. Two men be­ 
ing transferred from maxi­ 
mum security broke loose 
and ran. Hundreds of other 
inmates rallied in sympathy 
—and a fight resulted. 
Eight guards were subse­ 
quently injured. 
Sgt. George Errin worst 
of all. 
He was kicked, punched, 
scratched, buffeted and bat­ 
tered to the floor. 
Officially, the sergeant re­ 
ceived a fractured skull. Un­ 
officially, he also got a bad 


case of nerves. During sev­ 
eral weeks’ absence from 
the prison, he thought seri­ 
ously of n ev er returning. 
Even now, back in uniform, 
all mended, he admits to 
praying more than ever. “It’s 
the law of averages,” he 
says, “ It’s bound to catch up 
with you sooner or later in 
a place like this. I’ve been a 
corrections officer for many 
years, but I still haven’t 
figured out why I took this

JOD." 
The sergeant’s sentiments 
are understandable. And 
many of America’s 
35,000 
adult prison guards agree 
with him. In fact, many of 
A m er ic a ’s 225,000 adult 
prison inmates agree also. 
In the words of one of the 
latter, an armed rob b er 
who’s known Sgt. Errin for 
many years: “ He’s got the 
lousiest job in the world.” 
To be sure, it’s at least one 
of the lousiest. The pay is 
pathetic, the hours ire long, 
the danger is immense and 
the frustrations are virtually 
unlimited. 
And, a c c o r d in g to the 
guards, things are getting 
worse. 
“We’ve all but lost control 
of this prison,” declares Mi­ 
chael Konoza, a guard with 
22 years experience. “ I’ve 
never seen it like this be­ 
fore. Discipline is out the 
window and security is get­ 
ting very bad. A lot of the 
guards are beginning to get 
frightened. You can just feel 
the tensions build. The job 
ain’t w orth it any more, 
that’s all. I used to enjoy it, 
but it ain’t worth it any 
more.” 
Ditto says others, many, 
many others. 


“We have,” says one of 
Graterford’s highest-ranking 
guards, “ lost all of the re­ 
spect we once had. The pub­ 
lic doesn’t respect us, the 
inmates don’t resp ect us, 
even our own administrators 
sometimes look at us like 
we’re nothing but morons. 
It’s like we’re to blame for 
everything that is wrong 
with prisons today. Like 
we’re a bunch of mean old 
bastards who get our laughs 
by torturing prisoners all 
day long. Look in any news­ 
paper today. Do you read 
anything good about the 
three guards who died at 
San Quentin or the 10 who 
died at Attica? No, you just 


read about the poor pris­ 
oners and how bad they 
have it. Well, sure the pris­ 
oners do have it bad. But 
that’s not the guards' fault. 
We didn’t build the stinking 
prisons. We don’t write the 
rules. We’re just doing our 
B 
b, as good as we can. 
e’re human* beings too, 
you know. Print that in your 
goddam paper.” 


* 
* 
* 
There are, at the present 


time, some 250 guards—hu­ 
man beings—employed at 
the 40-year-old, stone-walled 
Pennsylvania 
Correctional 
Institution at Graterford. 
And if it is not right to say 
they are t y p i c a l of all 
prison guards everywhere, 
it is at least fair to suppose 
they suffer many similar 
problems and deficits. 
They are, to begin with, 
poorly trained. Shamefully 
so. 
Maj. Richard Parceil, 
commander of the Grater­ 
ford guard force, says none 
of his men have more than 
two weeks’ official prepara­ 
tion for their job. The prep­ 
aration is, moreover, often 
irrelevant. “They teach you 
to fill out forms,” says one 
newcomer here, “but they 
don’t teach you what to do 
if a man comes up to you 
crying and says he’s just 
been gang-raped. He looks 
at you, pleading for help, 
and you realize then that 
you can’t help him, that 
you’re just a dumb turn­ 
key.” 
Then, too, the guards are 
woefully underpaid. A re­ 
port drawn by the Joint 
Commission on Correctional 
Manpower and Training esti­ 
mates that 80 per cent of all 
line officers in America’s 
p riso n s earn less than 
$8,000. At G r a t er fo r d , a 
man starts at $6,510—far 
less than a construction la­ 
borer in the state. If he 
hangs around long enough, 
he may get top pay of $9,618 
—but nobody banks on it; 
hardly anybody at Grater­ 
ford, even the 
15-20-year 
veterans, are receiving top 
pay. 
Furthermore, the guards 
are overw o rk ed . Grater­ 
ford’s s ec u r i t y force is 
chronically understaffed. 
The prison superintendent, 
Robert Johnson, 
says he 
needs 50 more guards to fill 
the prison’s minimal secu­ 
rity needs. But since re­ 
cruiting is now bogged down 
(“ Who wants to be a prison 
guard after Attica?” ), the 
emploves are asked and ex­ 
pected to regularly work 
overtime. Several men work 
from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. every 
day. Ralph Ewing says he 
had 11 days off all last year. 
And men who man the nine 
wall towers say they work 
16 hours a stretch. 
Finally, the guards are, to 
a s t a r t l i n g extent, little 
more than prisoners them­ 
selves. And more helpless, 
actually, than the regular 
prisoner 
population 
(now 
about 1,500 men). Manv of 
the convicted inmates here 
have some kind of hidden 
weapons. But the guards are 
not allowed protection of 
any sort, not even sticks. 
Take Bill Moore, for ex­ 
ample. He’s the defenseless 
keeper of one of five Grater­ 
ford cellblocks. The worst 
of the five: “B” Block, or 
“ Blood Aliev. ’ It is 100 yards 
long, is divided into two 
levels, with 200 cells to a 
level. The block houses the 
institution’s new a r riv a ls , 
who are by nature often hos­ 


tile, and has one section for 
s p ec ial incorrigibles Bill 
Moore’s job is to move the 
people in and out, get them 
to and fro, keep them quiet, 
orderly and on schedule. It’s 
not easy. 
Says guard Moore: “ Last 
year, one of the guards here 
was grabbed by two pris­ 
oners. They wanted his keys. 
When they found out he 
d i d n’t have any, they 
stabbed him, then shoved 
him over the railing on the 
second tier. The guard tried 
to hang on, but they beat at 
his hands. He dropped 35 
feet and landed on the back 
of his head. He’s been out 18 
months now I don’t think 
he’s coming back ” 


Moore pauses. Looks 
around. His prisoners, 340 
of them, are returning from 
dinner. In a great herd. 
Noisily. Dramatically. Awe­ 
somely. The guard sighs. 
“ Face it,” he says, “these 
men can take me and this 
block any time they want " 
t 
% 
Despite the dismal work­ 
ing conditions <>f America’s 
corrections officers, albeit 
their principal problem is 
neither pay nor training nor 
security. 
It’s dignity 
It's 
pride. It’s professionalism. 
It’s like they say, “ respect.’ 
“ I used to love my job,” 
says Sgt. Robert Dougherty. 
“ Now I’m ashamed of it.” 
Why? Because, guards 
say, their authority is being 
phased out to make way for 
rapidly changing times. At 
Graterford, for example. 
Superintendent Johnson is 
new on the job. He’s black 
(the prison population is 80 
per cent nonwhite), he’s pro­ 
gressive, he’s experimental. 
And in six m onths he’s 
turned the p en i t en t i a r y 
around. 
He’s instituted a 
furlough system, created a 
community treatment center 
(halfway house), encourages 
outside groups such as the 
Jaycees to organize the men, 
and in general has given in­ 
mates more freedom. Many 
guards are not opposed to 
the changes, they say. but 
the p ro b a b le Majority of 
them believe it s too much 
too fast. 
Says nine-year v et er a n 
Steve Lucash: “ I was taught 
when I came here that my 
nencil was my only weapon. 
They said when inmates got 
out of line, I was to whip out 
my pencil and write them 
up for misconduct. Well, it 
used to work. But it doesn't 
any more. The pencil is now 
worthless There have been 
so many changes that all the 
men get any more is a slap 
on the wrist. If you write 
anybody up, they laugh at 
vou It's damn humiliating, 
being laughed at by the 
"risoners.” 
It’s more than humiliat­ 
ing, other guards add, it’s 
d em o ra liz in g . And even 
more than that, it’s danger­ 
ous. Guards here and guards 
everv where are beginning to 
feel left out. 
uninvolved. 
(“ No prisoner will ask me 
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anything, because he knows 
I haven’t got any power. I'm 
nothing but a hack” ) As a 
result, it is quite clear that 
some guards in some pris­ 
ons have begun, uncon- 
ciously perhaps, to subju­ 
gate themselves to the pris­ 
oners. They have turned to 
the prisoners for security. 
They feel that, if anything 
blows, they want the prison­ 
ers on their side. 
“ It's a hell of a thing,” 
says one trustee prisoner in 
Graterford’s cellblock “B.” 
“ Some of the gu ard s are 
afraid of us. Really, we got 
them on a string.” 
Exaggerated? Perhaps. 
But not so the nation should 
take comfort from it. 
The guards in America’s 
prisons, just as the inmates 
there, are crying for public 
support Thev are weary of 
being 
c o n v ic t s 
with 
badges.’ They deplore the 
steady shrinkage of their au- 
t h o r i t y and morale. And 
some of them, p erh ap s 
many, have lost all faith in 
their effectiveness. 
You know.” says one 
gu<i (1 “ 1 h o n estly don’t 
kn->w what I'd do if this 
place hzd big trouble. Like, 
I saw on television about 
Attica, I saw how nobody 
paid any attention to the 
guards and just felt sorry 
for the prisoners. I’ve been 
a guard for more than 10 
years and I feel like nobody 
cares if I live or die. All I 
do around here is try to 
keep out of the prisoners’ 
way. But if they grab me. I 
think I’ve had it. You know? 
And I mean I don’t think 
anybody—the warden, the 
state, anybody—will give a 
damn.”

Dodgers: wait till next year 


WASHINGTON (UFI» —The Washington Senators died 
Thursday night at the age of 71. The staid capital will never 
forget the wake 
Several thousand fans streamed onto the field in the ninth 
inning with two outs and the Senators leading the New York 
Yankees. 7-5. When they ripped up the bases, tore out the 
pitchers' rubber and scaled the fence to swipe team names 
from the scoreboard, the umpires declared the game 
forfeited and the Yanks 9-0 winners. 
It was the swan song ot the American League in Washing­ 
ton. The Senators, plagued with poor attendance, will be 
moved to Dalla.s-P'ort Worth next season after 71 years of 
playing in the nation's capital. 
The crowd eruption sent players of both teams streaking 
for their dressing rooms. After a three-minute wait, head 
umpire Bill Odom declared the game forfeited. 
Six persons were arrested for disorderly conduct. 
Until that point however, a turnout of 14,460 had paid 
valedictory to their team with big league class. An 
estimated 4,000 other crashed the gate after the fifth 
inning, a club official said. 
The emotional high point came in the sixth inning when 6- 
foot-7 Frank Howard drilled the last of his 237 home runs in 
a Washington uniform to touch off a four-run Senator rally 
that tied the game. 
He had been given a standing ovation on his previous two 
times at bat when he walked and failed to get the ball out of 
the infield. 
The third time the crowd exploded to its feet in a roar as 
the ball left his bat. He circled the bases in a tumult of 
sound and as he neared the dugout. Howard swept off his 
batting helmet in appreciation. 
•Hondo. Hondo, hondo, " the throng chanted. "Hondo, 
hondo.hondo. " 
With play held up. the huge hero finally emerged trom the 
dugout to doff his helmet again to the fans and skin it into 
the stands as a souvenir. 
It wa.sn't enough for the frustrated spectators. They 
continued their foot-stomping and applause undiminished 
and How ard was pushed from the dugout by his teammates. 
Beaming with pride, Howard raised his arms in response 
and blew a kiss to the crowd. 
Nor was the farewell crowd partial to Howard. Every 
player in the opening line-up drew applause and cheers and 
when former .starting catcher Paul Casanova came up to 
pinch-hit in the fifth inning, carrying with him a .203 batting 
average, he was awarded a standing ovation. 
Howard, sitting in the dressing room after the game, clad 
in his long Johns and puffing a cigar, said of his tribute 'the 
people were the greatest to me I've ever experienced. 
Everything after this —whatever happens in Texas —will 
be an anticlimax to me. 
The tans came to the last game in an emotionally charged 
mood The playing field was littered with confetti. They 
festooned the premises with banners berating owner Bob 
Short for moving the franchise. 
One hand-painted banner read: "Nats to Texas —Bob 
Short to hell " Two signs of the four-letter variety were 
undraped during the game and hauled down by stadium 
police Two streamers were unfurled from the upper stands 
right field —reading ’ Short stinks. " 
They vanished for an inning and then a smaller one 
appeared. It said’ ’Short still stinks. ' 
Yet tor the duration of the final two hours and 38 minutes 
of Senator baseball, a long sign stretched over 30-yards of 
the upper deck It said, "good luck Senators. We re going to 
miss you. We love you. Kay and Karen.'*

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers meeting 
with the foreign ministers of Israel 
and the Arab states in New York 
will present a position sure to 
arouse familiar passions. Despite 
reports to the contrary, the present 
intention is to hold firm against 
repeated 
Israeli 
requests 
for 
numbers 
of 
Phantom 
fighter- 
bombers. 
The decision is based on the 
conviction that the 
balance of 
military power continues to be in 
Israel's favor for all the extensive 
weaponry the Soviet Union has 
given Egypt. 
The 
latest 
supersonic fighters 
and 
the 
most- 
advanced 
ground- 
to-air 
defensive 
missiles are part of 
the weaponry, along 
with 15,000 Soviet 
Technicians 
and 
pilots. 
Within the State Department the 
words of Israel's own leaders are 
taken to support the conviction. In 
June Prime Minister Golda Meir 
told the Kneeset 
That during the 
past year the United States has 
expressed 
in 
deeds 
its 
understanding 
of 
the 
need 
to 
maintain 
the 
military 
balance 
between 
Israel 
and 
the 
Arab 
states. 
Of the Rogers 
peace 
initiative Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban said on Aug. 12. 
we gained 
not only the cease-fire, which still 
continues, 
but 
an 
increase 
of 
defensive strength at a rate such as 
we had not known until then. 


An article of faith in the present 
determination to leave the arms 
balance unchanged is that Egypt s 
President Anwar El-Sadat means 
peace He wants to improve the lot 
of 
his own 
people 
Therefore, 
military adventures and even bigger 
military spending are ruled out. If 
the Sadat Rhetoric is now and then 
bellicose, policymakers write it off 
as just that — rhetoric Jar the Arab 
world 


Back of the Rogers stand at the 
U N. is the belief there is still a 
change for an interim settlement 
that will see the opening of the Suez 
Canal This would be taken by both 
sides as a first step toward a final 
compromise agreement The frank 
appraisal is that the odds are 
against it But. with the fuel for still 
another war piled up in the Middle 
East, hope persists 


The present decision on 
the 
Phantoms will increasingly get into 
domestic politics as 1972 draws 
nearer Support for Israel has long 


been a political staple with the 
Democrats traditionally pushing for 
all-out 
help. 
A 
great deal of 
Democratic 
campaign 
money 
comes from wealthy jews on the 
liberal-Democratic 
side 
of 
the 
fence. 
In Sen. Henry (Scoop» Jackson s 
presidental campaign, on the verge 
of public avowal, championship of 
Israel is a major theme. He relates 
this to the threat of the Soviet Union 
and the big Russian military buildup 
in the Mediterranean. The senator 
proposes a $500 million credit to 
Israel to buy arms. 
An objective look at Rogers' 
bargaining position, as he tries once 
again in face-to-face confrontations 
to bring oft the peace initiative, 
raises serious doubts. How do you 
bargain in such a tough game 
without 
impressive 
bargaining 
counters’ 
The 
Phantoms could 
conceivably be such a counter. 
With so much at stake Rogers 
might say to Israel, yes, we will let 


y o u have the Phantoms if you accept 
the terms of an interim settlement. 
Let the Egyptians cross the canal 
w ith flags flying and take a position 
whether it hie " X " or " Y " yards or 
miles on the Israeli-held side. And 


there is no point in arguing about the 
distance the Egyptians would move, 
since we propose to put a neutral 
force between the two sides. 
Offering nothing tangible. Rogers 
is asking the Israelis to give up what 
they have — part of what they won 
in the six-day war in 1967 — without 
a 
quid 
pro quo. 
That is not 
bargaining. It is a wistful belief that 
virtue must triumph where it has 
never triumphed before. 
Positions 
are 
hardening. 
By 
unanimous vote of the U.N. Security 
Council, including the United States 
and the Soviet Union. Israel was 
called on to change policies on 
housing and population that conf irm 
Israeli expansion in the old city of 
Jerusalem united by the triumph 
over Jordan in the 1967 war. Israel 
promptly let it be known that it 
would ignore such a demand that

No one would deny Rogers an " E 
for effort. If he is given one of the

Mrs. John Lechner of 3454 Via 
Barba, sends us a couple of clippings 
on what appears to be a fine idea for 
a local service club to thwart 
burglaries in Lompoc Valley. 
The idea is relatively simple and 
works like this: 
Engrave your driver s license 
number on valuable possessions — 
tv 
sets, 
radios, 
stereos, 
tape 
recorders, 
bicycles, 
cameras, 
typewriters, electric tools, jewelry, 
musical instruments. 
Put stickers on 
your front door and 
other 
obvious 
places 
advising 
potential 
burglars 
"all items of value 
on these premises 
have been marked 
for 
ready 
identification 
by 
law 
enforcement 
agencies." 
The idea practically puts the 
burglar out of business. He can t 
plead convincingly that the items 
are his own if stopped by police. 
Your possessions now are easily 
identifiable and "fences will avoid 
them like the plague and the thief 


gets stuck with goods when he really 
wants money. 
This operation began in Monterey 
Park, a city of 50,000, in 1963. Since 
this time only six burglaries have 
occurred among 4,000 participants 
in the program and only one license- 
engraved object has been stolen — a 
transistor 
radio. 
Those 
with 
unstickered homes in Monterey 
Park have suffered more than a 
thousand burglaries. 
The entire cost of the Monterey 
Park project has been borne by their 
Exchange Club — less than $300, 
mainly for buying a dozen etching 
tools and printing the stickers. 
The key to success, however, is 
tor a large number of citizens in a 
community or area to participate so 
thieves will know they are operating 
in dangerous territory. 
Lompoc Valley service clubs are 
always looking for good community 
projects. This sounds like a dilly and 
it would be worthwhile to confer 
with Police Chief Jim Smith before 
getting started. 
The community has had a rash of 
home burglaries. Burglaries not 
only cost the victim, but taxpayers, 
too, 
in 
sheriff 
and 
police 


investigations. 
We hope somebody grabs this and 
runs with it.
